1926. He won 14 of 31 lifetime starts and was on the board 
87.1 % of the time, racing against the best competition in New 
York, Kentucky, New Jersey, Maryland and Pennsylvania. 

Shelter Half equaled the stakes record of 1:08 2 /s in winning 
the Select; won the Phoenix in 1:09%; defeated Tanthem, 
Double Zeus, Amadevil, Tim the Tiger and others to win the 
Gravesend Handicap; and won an allowance on a sloppy 
track in 1:09 4 /s. He was prominently ranked on the Racing 
Form Free Handicap at both three and four, before retiring 
with total earnings of $236,337.

I know 
what it takes to write a book, and hers is 
beautifully researched and choreographed, 
reflecting hours of work. It is a pragmatic yet 
sympathetic approach to the wild horse 
problem—and problem it is. It is hard for 
horsepeople who live in the East, with its 
abundant pastureland, to imagine the desert 
areas of the West, and much of Idaho and 
Montana are semi-arid areas, those that are 
colored sandy in the atlas. It takes around 30 
acres to support one animal, be it a cow, a 
horse or a moose. I think you have to live 
with a problem to appreciate it. I have ridden 
through some of the lands in question and 
experienced the difficulty of supporting a 
grazing animal firsthand. If left to multiply, 
the wild horses live desperate lives searching 
for food. They destroy much grazing that 


supports other endangered species, the big¬ 
horn sheep among them. A careful, humane 
control system must be enforced to keep the 
proper ecological balance. 

The thought of bands of wild horses gal¬ 
loping free over the open range appeals to 
the romantic in all of us, but a more rational 
image is one of starving colts, deprived of 
proper nutrition from birth, growing into 
sickly, stunted animals with a short life ex¬ 
pectancy. 

Apart from the angst over the horses 
themselves, I too am outraged by the cow¬ 
ardly action of the publishers of the book, 
and the pressure brought to bear on the au¬ 
thor. In school, Milton's Areopagitica was a 
standard text for us early in life. His argu¬ 
ments for the freedom of the press could well 
include the authors of books. Is not one of 
the sacred freedoms of America the freedom 
to an opinion? Freedom of speech? Re¬ 
pressing a book denies this freedom. I shall 
be glad to contribute to Heather's fund for 
defense of her vital freedom to think and 
write as she pleases, more so because what 
she says makes such eminent sense.

Conner In 
The Horse 
Business 
For Profit

Enthusiastic newcomers to the horse breeding 
business are international economic consultant 
Steve Conner and his family. They are (from 
the left) Steve, Beth, Joan, Jeffrey and Susan. 

There's a new horsebreeder in Maryland, 
and he's a far cry from the hobby type which 
has for so many years typified the local in¬ 
dustry. 

Steve Conner, 41, is an all-business, hard- 
nosed international economic consultant. 
He is a registered Washington lobbyist for a 
Middle Eastern oil-producing country, hav¬ 
ing previously been vice president of inter¬ 
national banking for Merrill Lynch Inc. when 
only 35 years old. 

So when Mr. Conner, who lives in Easton, 
says that he has gone into horse breeding 
because it looks like a good business, there 
can be no mistaking his conviction that he 
will breed and raise Thoroughbreds for prof¬ 
it. 

The fact that his small but classy horse 
operation is family oriented in no way ob¬ 
scures his profit and loss sheets. The family 
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part of the business scheme is a plus point. It 
is the dollars which are the lure and the goal. 

Still, to portray this Illinois-born econ¬ 
omist as being insensitive to the thrills of 
personal and family involvement in the rais¬ 
ing and racing of horses would be terribly 
unfair. 

He absolutely immerses himself in his 
horses, as do his wife, Joan, and their three 
children—Jeffrey, 14, Susan, 13, and Beth, 9. 

The whole family was in the bam last Feb¬ 
ruary when the Conners' only broodmare 
(who happens to be a stakes-producing 
daughter of Bold Ruler) gave birth to their 
first and only homebred, a handsome chest¬ 
nut filly sired by Drone. 

Says Mrs. Conner: "I knew she was going 
to foal that night (the birth occurred at 10:30 
p.m.). Steve kept asking me: 'How would 
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you know?' After all, none of us had ever 
been around a pregnant mare before." 

But Mrs. Conner was right. And the foal 
(hopefully a 1981 Saratoga yearling) arrived 
with husband and wife assisting. The mare. 
Bold Nurse, is by Bold Ruler out of Indian 
Nurse by *Mahmoud. She is owned in part¬ 
nership with Kentucky's Warner L. Jones Jr. 

It was Jones who did the selling job which 
lured Conner into the business. They met in 
April 1979 at the funeral of Rogers C.B. Mor¬ 
ton who lived nearby and was a former 
Maryland congressman. 

Ann Morton, Mr. Morton's widow, is Mr. 
Jones' first cousin. 

Like a duck in search of water, Conner 
jumped with enthusiasm into the pool of 
knowledge which Jones had gathered from a 
lifetime of hard and successful endeavor. 


Up until that point, Steve (a star high 
school basketball player) had been exposed 
to horses only through the show ring as a 
helper for his children who maintain a 
couple of ponies in a small bam on 13 acres 
behind their mansion (which fronts on the 
Miles river and possesses ten bedrooms). 

Before Jones got halfway through his 
horse story, Conner wasn't thinking show 
ponies any longer. He was seeing, instead. 
Bold Ruler broodmares. Raja Baba stallion 
services and summer yearling sale animals 
worth as much as his Easton residential 
property. 

"To me, it is a new business. An exciting 
business," says Conner. "And I am so lucky 
to have Warner telling me how best to get 
started." 

Together, Jones and Conner bought pri¬ 
vately last year the 13-year-old broodmare 
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Conner continued 



Bold Nurse (dam of the stakes-winning 
Graustark filly Trained Nurse) from Kinder- 
hill Farm. She was at that time in foal to 
Drone. 

"Bold Nurse was my first purchase," re¬ 
calls Steve. "I wanted to do more with 
Warner as my partner, but he said I needed a 
partner who was more my own age. In a 
sense, he turned me over to Will Farish." 

Farish, a Texan with a vast and highly 
successful horse operation, certainly didn't 
need a partner. But, like most horsepeople, 
he realized that the future of the game de¬ 
pends to some extent on new capital. And 
Conner, a self-made multi-millionaire, could 
go a long way if properly started. 

Together they purchased a yearling Raja 
Baba filly for $62,000 from the 1979 Keene- 
land Fall Sale. Perhaps because Conner at 
that time had no racing colors (he has, how¬ 
ever, since acquired them), it was decided 
that the filly would race in Farish's name. But 
Conner and Jones are also partners. 

Turned over to Farish's trainer, Del Car- 
roll, the filly (named Sweet Revenge) has 


blossomed beyond any reasonable expecta¬ 
tion. She won two stakes at Saratoga this 
year (the Schuylerville and the Adirondack) 
and is a strong contender for an Eclipse 
award as the best 2-year-old filly of 1980. 

The fact that she runs in Farish's name 
bothers Conner not one whit. 

He has video tapes of each of Sweet Re¬ 
venge's six starts (through August 28) and a 
magazine interview begins with a showing 
of those races. 

"You don't have to run all six of those 
races," laughs his amused wife. "Show us 
the stakes wins at Saratoga. They're the big 
ones." 

"No," mumbles Steve while flicking 
switches on the apparatus mounted atop the 
television set. "It's quicker if we do all six. I 
can't cut in on just the last two races without 
a lot of trial and error guesses." 

How many times has Conner viewed 
these tapes? 

"Joan says thousands of times," Steve re¬ 
plies good naturedly. "I say hundreds. The 
thing that gets me is that she only won the 
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Schuylerville by a neck, and I keep thinking 
that one of these times when I replay the tape 
she's going to lose. You see, I still can't really 
believe my good luck." 

Several times while the six races (three 
wins, two seconds, one third) are being 
shown, the commentator (Steve Conner) is 
interrupted by telephone calls. 

The telephone beside the television set 
does not ring. Instead, there is a buzz, ex¬ 
actly as in a business office where a switch¬ 
board operator is at work. Later asked about 
this, Mrs. Conner explains that there is, in 
fact, a secretary at work on the third floor of 
her home. Steve's office is there with his 
own Telex and Teletype machines. 


Outside the house on the front lawn is the 
swimming pool. Beyond that a long pier 
runs out into the Miles river with the Con¬ 
ners' boat tied up to it. While we strolled the 
lawn, a tour boat crowded with passengers 
glided past, the purpose of the tour being a 
view of the mansions which dot the shore¬ 
line. 

"We'll soon be putting this place up for 
sale," says Mr. Conner. "I've bought a 600- 
acre farm about ten minutes from here. 
We're putting up fences and a bam. And 
we've picked out the place on it where we'll 
build our new house." 

The new farm, named Forest Landing, 
was 700 acres when Conner acquired it. 


One long buzz from the unseen secretary 
signals a call for Steve. Two buzzes are for 
Mrs. Conner, three summon the oldest 
child, etc. And in almost every room, there is 
a buzzing telephone. 

Much of the Conners' own labor has gone into the 
12-stall bam (below) under construction at their 
new 600-acre farm, their contributions including 
painting the interior (left) with a special epoxy. 


"But the big house just didn't seem suit¬ 
able for our family," he added. "It's a lovely 
brick mansion, absolutely beautiful. But for 
us, it's too formal. The kitchen, for example, 
is too far from the dining room. Fine if you 
have a cook and butler. But Joan does our 
cooking. And another thing is that pretty 
soon our two oldest children will be going 
away to school. Our little family would get 
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Conner continued 


lost in that big place. So I sold off the house 
and about 90 acres. We'll build a house that 
suits us better." 

Under construction at Forest Landing is a 
12-stall bam on which the Conners and their 
children expend a great deal of their own 
labor. 

"We are personally painting the interior." 
says Steve. "I got an expensive type of epoxy 
paint, figuring that we'd save the difference 
in money by doing it ourselves. 

"Right now I'd estimate that I'm spending 
about 30 to 40 hours a week on our horse 
business. I'm up at 6 and do nothing but 
horse work until 9. Then I work at it when I 
have the chance in the afternoons and even¬ 
ings. I keep all the records on the horses 
myself and there's never enough time to do 
everything—like talking to Warner (Jones) 
and Will (Farish) and reading all the horse 
magazines and talking to the horse agents. 

"We own either totally or in partnership 
eight horses. 


"In addition to Sweet Revenge (in whom 
Jones has a one-third interest which he has 
leased for racing purposes to Farish and 
Conner) and Bold Nurse and her foal, there 
are two yearlings which I bought on my own 
this year at Saratoga and two 2-year-olds 
purchased last year at the Keeneland Fall 
Sales. I also have a weanling filly (bought 
privately from J.W. Boniface) that I got as 
company for the Drone weanling." 

Bold Nurse, in foal to Smarten, is being 
boarded at a neighbor's place but will be 
returned when Conner completes the bam at 
his new farm. 

The yearlings, both fillies, are owned to¬ 
tally by Conner ("but I called Warner and told 
him any time he wants to buy a half interest 
in anything I've got that he has the option.") 
The fillies are a Quadrangle out of Loin Chop 
($60,000) and an Icecapade out of Damas¬ 
cene ($55,000). 

With wife Joan on the porch of their house over¬ 
looking the Miles river, Steve Conner does his 
homework, poring over the latest Racing Form. 
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The 2-year-olds are also fillies. ("I will 
never buy a colt because I will stick to my 
goal to become a commercial summer sale 
consignor. A colt would only confuse my 
plan. You've got to keep your eye on the 
doughnut, not the hole in it.") 

The two 2-year-olds are half owned by 
Jones and are trained by Jimmy Murphy. 
They are Probably Magic ($47,000, by Tor¬ 
sion) and Zamurad ($24,000, by Raja Baba). 
Probably Magic has started (in Conner's 
brand new colors which have yet to reach the 
winner's circle), while Zamurad is still in 
training for her debut. 

The companion weanling purchased from 
Billy Boniface is by Traffic Cop. ("I met Billy 
through a neighbor. Hap Hawkins. I men¬ 
tioned that I needed a weanling to be a side- 
kick for my Drone filly, and Billy said: 'Hey, I 
think I've got one I can sell you!' ") 

Christy Pickford, a local girl whose back¬ 
ground is mostly in show horses, is super¬ 
vising the day-to-day care of Conner's Thor¬ 
oughbreds. 

In addition to the eight horses listed 
above, Steve owns one share in the syn¬ 
dicated stallion Raja Baba who stands at 
Jones' Hermitage Farm in Goshen, Ky. 

Conceding that he is extremely new to the 
business (his first and most intensive tutor¬ 
ing lesson took place at Hermitage Farm dur¬ 
ing a two-day stay with Jones a week before 
the 1979 Kentucky Derby), Conner is pleased 
to say that "between Jimmy Murphy and me 
there are a dwindling number of differ¬ 
ences." 

What he means by this statement is that he 
is learning. And as he learns, he finds that 
his trainer (who trains everything except 
Sweet Revenge) has been successful in ed¬ 
ucating him to the point where he no longer 
believes as gospel everything he reads or 
hears from other sources. 

Although there can be no doubt as to who 
bosses the Conner horse operation (it is one 
buzz for him, two buzzes for Mrs. Conner), 
Steve could never find a more enthusiastic 
assistant than he has in wife Joan. 

It is she who takes over when Conner 
boards an airplane in Easton for his regular 
commuter flight to the Washington National 


airport. ("It only takes 20 minutes to fly to 
Washington. I catch a cab at the airport and 
am in my office in another 15 or 20 min¬ 
utes.") 

Bom in Michigan, Joan Conner was a tour 
guide at the Merrill Lynch office in New York 
city when she met Steve. ("I was engaged to 
an executive's son. He got me the job there. 
Then I saw Steve and pretty soon I was un¬ 
engaged.") 

Where does this brilliant young man (who 
some believe to be a financial genius) think 
American's horse industry is heading? 

To this question, Steve shakes his head— 
apparently as uncertain as everyone else. 

"It's a unique business," he answers. "It 
could crumble. But I think it would take a 
major national or international disaster to 
make that happen. I'm planning my own 
operation over a long stretch of years. So I 
guess that says something. I'm not in this for 
fun. To me, my commitment is big and se¬ 
rious. 

"If things go the way I plan. I'll have 12 
broodmares in four or five years. I'll sell ev¬ 
ery yearling we raise, except for maybe keep¬ 
ing the daughter of an aging mare. I intend to 
deal in high quality stock, and the summer 
sale yearling market (Keeneland, Saratoga) 
is my goal. 

"The one thing I can't predict is my own 
personal luck. I've been in this business now 
less than a year, and I'm already amazed to 
see how so many things depend upon 
luck." □

Things have changed at the Equine Gam¬ 
bit. 

The farm, located in Warwick, no longer 
stands five stallions. Instead, its owners. Dr. 
Larry Cushing and Mrs. Sue Mitchell, have 
transformed the 85-acre farm into an equine 
clinic and rehabilitation center. 

The five stallions? They're all departed— 
Proper Bostonian, Rhoad to Damascus and 
*Sirdar II moving to other farms. Noble Jay 
succumbing to old age and Ramaru being 
put down following a paddock injury. 

Formerly owned by C. Marshall Glass and 
his wife Pokey, the farm (then known as The 
Gambit) was a commercial breeding opera¬ 
tion when acquired by Cushing and Mitchell 
in 1976. 

Today, the Equine Gambit boasts a 
100,000-gallon indoor swimming pool, a 
treadmill and a surgical and outpatient clinic. 

"We haven't had an empty stall here in 
several months," said Mrs. Mitchell, the 
corporation's vice president. "There are ap¬ 
proximately 138 horses here right now with 
the overflow being boarded at Joanne Szy- 
manski's Loch Raven Farm." 

The vacant breeding shed has been con¬ 
verted into a clinic equipped with a phar¬ 
macy, laboratory. X-ray machine and film 
processor. Surgery requiring general anes¬ 
thesia cannot, however, be performed until 
the operating table which has been ordered 
arrives. Dr. Cushing and his son Dr. L. 
Qarke Cushing, a May 1978 graduate of his 
father's alma mater, the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania Veterinary School, are, of course, 
the resident surgeons. 

Enlisting in the Army at the age of 21 in 
1940, Major Cushing, 61, saw active military 
duty in both World War II and the Korean 
War in a career spanning 35 years. As a rang¬ 
er with the 100th Infantry Division he earned 
his commission while fighting on the front 
lines in Germany. Between active stints he 
attended the University of Maryland. When 
called back to action in Korea, he com¬ 
manded an artillery battery. 

Despite being in his mid-30's with a family 
to support when concluding his second term 
of active duty, he decided to become a vet¬ 
erinarian. 
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"Naturally I turned to horses when I en¬ 
tered the reserves," said Dr. Cushing. "I had 
been around them nearly all of my life and 
they had become my second career. With 
help from the G.I. bill I went on to veterinary 
school." 

Graduating in 1957, he went into private 
practice for two years before returning to 
New Bolton for a four year stint. In 1966 he 
and fellow veterinarians Matthew Mackay- 
Smith and Dan Marks founded the still-ac¬ 
tive Delaware Equine Center. He rejoined 
New Bolton in 1974, serving as an associate 
professor of surgery as well as running and 
operating the outpatient clinic before retiring 
this year to devote more time to the Equine 
Gambit. 

"I am basically a surgeon," said Dr. Cush¬ 
ing, a silver-haired man with the athletic 
build of a polo player and huntsman, two 
pursuits he rarely has time for nowadays. 
"But I still do some reproductive work here 
palpating the mares, checking follicle activ¬ 
ity and doing pregnancy examinations on 
the mares we ship from here to breed at 
Windfields Farm. 

"The majority of my patients are either 
Thoroughbreds or Standardbreds, with the 
ratio being about 60 per cent Thoroughbreds 
to 40 per cent Standardbreds. For years I 
have found the problems of each were char¬ 
acteristic of the job they performed. Thor¬ 
oughbreds have problems with their front 
legs—bone chips in either knees or ankles, 
splints, bucked shins, bows, etc., while 
Standardbreds have problems with the hind 
legs—bad stifles, capped hocks, spavins, 
etc. Generally this is still the case, although 
the trend has shifted somewhat. More and 
more I am finding bucked shins in Standard¬ 
breds and stifle problems in Thoroughbreds. 
The gap between the two is narrowing." 

For Mrs. Mitchell working with rehabilita¬ 
tion is another nuance in a lifelong associa¬ 
tion with horses. Raised in a family that 
owned the grounds surrounding a Munich, 
Germany, trotting track, she and her mother 
fled to this country when she was a child 
during World War II. She later returned to 
Germany to study architecture and eventu¬ 
ally wound up in England where she com¬ 
peted in three-day events (until sidelined by 
a bad spill). 
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Equine Gambit continued 

Mrs. Mitchell settled in Cecil county in 
1970. Besides working with her own horses, 
she helped the late M. Troy Jones, owner of 
Maidstone Farm, with registration applica¬ 
tions, payroll and bookkeeping duties. The 
major portion of her experience has been 
with foaling mares and the care of their pro¬ 
duce. And through the years she has main¬ 
tained a small racing stable. 

"My horses aren't smart," said Mrs. 
Mitchell. "When the tracks pay for finishing 
fourth, mine come in fifth." 

But Mrs. Mitchell feels being a race horse 
owner is of secondary importance. 

The thing that matters most to Cushing 
and Mitchell is the repair work they accom¬ 
plish on ailing runners, many of them sent to 
the farm as cripples. 

Asked to explain what they do in the way 
of exercising these horses, Mrs. Mitchell 
said: "Swimming is, of course, something 
that can be accomplished without putting 
weight on a horse's legs. It also gives that 
horse the therapy and conditioning he needs 


to regain flexibility without stressing his 
joints," said Mrs. Mitchell. "It gives the 
horse a more cosmetic and functional joint. 
We also have found it to be beneficial for 
keeping an experienced horse fresh between 
races. 

"In the water a horse exaggerates his ac¬ 
tion. An animal that size expends a lot of 
energy just to stay afloat. Swimming devel¬ 
ops a horse's wind, heart and large muscles. 
But in order to rebuild the horse's lower leg, 
we have incorporated walks on the treadmill 
into the therapy of some of our patients. 
Others we van to Skip Brittle's Tybridge 
Farm where he has a training track and miles 
of trails and horse paths. 

"We try to take as many precautions as 
possible. Before any horse goes into the pool 
the initial time, he is examined by either Dr. 
Cushing or his son Qarke. The horse is then 
washed, (routine procedure done each time 
before a horse enters the pool), and walked 
down the ramp by either Dr. Cushing or 
Qarke. First-time swimmers have several 
ropes attached to them so that they can be 
pulled from the pool in an emergency. They 
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start out with one-minute swims and gradu¬ 
ally build up to a maximum of 20 minutes a 
day within 30 to 60 days. 

"After swimming the horses are washed 
thoroughly to remove the chlorine from their 
coats. Then they are rinsed with water con¬ 
taining baby oil and, in winter months, dried 
in stalls under heat lamps. We put fillies, 
colts, Standardbreds and Thoroughbreds all 
side-by-side in the drying room and after 
about two minutes under the lamps they 
start snoozing. 

"Right now over 50 horses a day use the 
pool. That number includes shippers from 
nearby farms as well as our boarders. Rather 
than counting their laps around the pool, 
since some horses cut comers, a more reli¬ 
able measure of a horse's workout is taken by 
using a stopwatch." 

As many as 53 horses a day swim in 
pool, gaining needed exercise without 
putting weight on ailing limbs.

Anticipating the pool's heavy use, the 
owners installed two filters, each seven and 
a half horsepower, when the pool was com¬ 
pleted in 1977. The pool is also vacuumed 
daily and the water surface skimmed period¬ 
ically throughout the day. Five full-time 
workers man the swim facility, which in¬ 
cludes a 24-stall bam and a washing and 
drying area as well as the 12 feet deep, 30 by 
40 feet oval pool itself, during its 12-hour 
daily usage. 

Several other projects also occupy the time 
of the Equine Gambit owners. Dr. Cushing, 
in conjunction with Dr. William Tew of 
Johns Hopkins University, is involved in a 
research program dealing with the use of 
interarticular medications for the repair of 
damage in the joints. Steroids, despite obvi¬ 
ously harmful side effects, still are common¬ 
ly used. The aim of the project is to develop a 
more beneficial substitute. 

He also has experienced success with the 
Bow-Bac technique for treating severely 
damaged or what he calls dead-end tendons. 
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Equine Gambit continued 


This relatively new method for dealing with 
bows goes beyond an internal blister by in¬ 
jecting medication under pressure right into 
the tendons themselves. 

"Using the Bow-Bac," said Dr. Cushing, 
"has given us a recovery rate (horses who 
actually go back to racing) of around 60 per 
cent, which is approximately the figure re¬ 
ported by the Louisiana researchers who 
first began using it." 


Remarking on the Equine Gambit's transi¬ 
tion, Mrs. Mitchell said, "Although the 
breeding aspect has been reduced in size, I 
feel we are doing more good and more satis¬ 
fying work with rehabilitation. 

"The only thing I really have wanted no 
one can give me. That's an eight-day 
week." □

WHAT IS COLT 

COLT is a political action committee formed by the 
American Horse Council to involve horsemen and 
horsewomen in the political process. COLT solicits 
voluntary contributions from individuals to assist 
selected candidates for public office who are genuinely 
interested in the problems of the horse industry and 
who will work to solve those problems. 

WHO MANAGES COLT 

While COL[T was structured by the American Horse 
Council, it is, nonetheless, a separate organization. 
AHC’s Board of Trustees supervises and controls its 
affairs. The Board includes representatives of the 
major segments of the horse world. COLT operates out 
of AHC’s headquarters in Washington, D.C. and the 
AHC staff manages its day-to-day activities. 

WHY IS COLT NEEDED 

Since its formation in 1969. the American Horse Council 
has attempted to gain broad support in Congress for 
issues affecting the horse industry. In order to work 
more closely with Congress and to establish a strong 
industry identity on Capitol Hill, an organized system 
for making contributions to candidates is extremely 
necessary. COLT was formed to collect funds from 
many individuals who ordinarily may or may not donate 
to political campaigns, and distribute these funds from 
one source, thereby giving the industry as a whole 
recognition for political action. 

WHO WILL RECEIVE COLT CONTRIBUTIONS 

Candidates will be chosen based on their knowledge 
of matters affecting the industry, their record on past 
issues, their willingness to work with us and their 
desire to achieve industry goals. COLT contributions 
will be bipartisan. The focus of COLT’s efforts will be 
on federal elections to lay a good foundation for 
legislative success on the national level. 

HOW DOES COLT COMPLY WITH FEDERAL LAW 

Federal law authorizes associations such as the AHC 
to establish political action committees for the purpose 
of contributing to the election campaigns of candidates 
for federal, state and local office. All contributions 
will be handled as provided by federal law, and the 
necessary disclosures will be made in compliance 
with Federal Election Commission regulations. Contri¬ 
butors of $200 or less are exempt from any disclosure 
requirements. 


HOW CAN YOU HELP COLT 

Each year COLT solicits voluntary contributions. 
Because COLT puts all available money where it counts 
most, with candidates COLT can help win, COLT must 
continually replenish its reserves. You can help us 
prepare for future elections and for the future of the 
horse industry by filling out the detachable card 
provided below and returning it to the address listed 
with your contribution. 

HOW MUCH MAY I CONTRIBUTE 

The extent of COLT’s role in the political process will 
depend upon how much support COLT receives. 
Contributions in the range of $250, $100, $50, even 
$20, will help COLT go far in achieving industry goals. 
However, there is a limit. COLT may not accept contri¬ 
butions in excess of $5,000 from any one contributor 
during any calendar year. 

IS MY CONTRIBUTION TAX DEDUCTIBLE 

The Internal Revenue Code allows an individual 
contributor to COLT to take a tax credit of 50% of the 
amount contributed, up to a maximum of $50 (or $100 
on a joint return).

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Booksellers And Golfers, 
O'Briens Also Win Races

First, they were golfers. As young men 
they became booksellers. And then, 33 years 
ago, they started dabbling in race horses. 

Today, 66-year-old Don O'Brien and his 
56-year-old brother, Larry, are still doing all 
those things, the only real change being that 
it takes them more strokes to finish 18 holes. 

As far as their horses are concerned, they 
never had a better meeting than they did this 
year at Timonium. 

Running under their Hilltop Stable name, 
the O'Brien brothers won the $30,000 Twixt 
Handicap with their 3-year-old homebred 
Ambemash filly Caught In Amber and com¬ 
piled a Timonium record of five horses start¬ 
ing 12 times for eight wins, one second and 
one third. 

Have they made money during their three 
decades of breeding and racing horses? 

Answers Larry: "Because of Caught In 
Amber, we're probably ahead right now. 
She's the difference between profit and loss. 
It's been that close, that marginal." 

And then older brother Don adds: "We've 
had some good chances to score big, but 
always it seems that we made our move at 
the wrong time. Our biggest financial set¬ 
back was in 1973 when we bought 13 prob¬ 
lem mares from E.P. Taylor's Windfields 
Farm. We knew they had breeding prob¬ 
lems, and we gambled on getting them 
straightened out. It was a disaster. Not only 
did we have trouble getting them in foal, but 
we bred back to some Windfields stallions 
that were on the way out. Maybe if it had 
been a couple of years later we'd have 
wound up breeding to Windfields horses 


like Halo and Tentam. Instead we used Pro- 
tanto (who died) and Northern Answer. 

"When you get foals by stallions that are 
on the wane, your market values suffer. And 
don't forget our vet bills on those mares. 
They were astronomical." 

Even in their purchase of stallions, the 
O'Briens never got lucky. 

Ambemash (a $25,000 purchase in 1965) 
had the pedigree for great things. Sold at the 
duPont dispersal at Timonium to the O'¬ 
Briens, Richard S. Reynolds and trainer 
James P. Simpson, Ambemash was owned 
by that partnership for 13 years. Right after 
they sold the horse to Thommar Farm, Pearl 
Necklace (Ambemash's best offspring) be¬ 
came champion Maryland-bred race mare 
with earnings of $737,862. 

Last year Ambemash, now 18, was bred to 
57 mares—and among the outsiders paying 
live foal stud fees were the O'Brien brothers. 

But the near misses haven't discouraged 
the Richmond (Va.) brothers in their quest 
for homebred stakes winners. 

"How can you feel bad," asks Don, "when 
one of the nine horses we've got in training is 
Caught In Amber? She's made seven starts, 
won four times and has earnings of $38,565. 
We think she has a tremendous future." 

The O'Briens' horses are split between 
three trainers—Jim Simpson, Jimmy Rich¬ 
ardson and Jack Murray. All nine horses are

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homebreds. "We rarely claim a horse," adds 
Larry, "except maybe a filly that we want as a 
broodmare." 

Bom and raised in the Catonsville area 
near Baltimore, the O'Briens are three in 
number. Ed, 63, is a former president of the 
local division of the Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protective Association and works for 
Don as a regional manager of his O'Brien 
Associates company which sells books in the 
school and library field. Ed is not a partner 
with his brothers in Hilltop Stable but does 
occasionally "have an interest in one, two or 
three of our horses." Continues Don: "Since 
Ed is the only one of us who lives in Mary¬ 
land, he represents us whenever a race track 
problem develops. He is our on-the-scene 
man. Like an authorized agent." 

The three O'Brien boys were inculcated 
early to the lure of the race track. 

"For us," says Don, "our family felt that 
going to the race track on Saturdays was as 


important as going to church on Sundays. 
The whole family went. Six or eight of us. 
Our mother, father, aunts and uncles. 

"We never made any notable scores. Just 
played the races and had fun doing it." 

Equally as important to Don and Larry 
(not so much with Ed) was golf. 

Don became interscholastic Maryland 
champion and Maryland's junior champion. 
He set a course record (66) at the Suburban 
club in 1939 and lost the Maryland State Golf 
Championship in the final round to H.A. 
Parr III (at one time head of the Pimlico 
track). 

Larry became the Richmond champion 
and, in 1980, Don's wife, Doris, is the Vir¬ 
ginia senior women's champion, having 
won that same title four times previously. 

It was through social connections made 
while playing golf that the oldest of the three 
brothers (they have no other siblings) was 
offered a job in the book-selling field. 
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O'Brien Brothers continued 

"I had graduated from Georgetown (after 
high school at Loyola) and thought I would 
do something in accounting," recalls Don. 
"But this opportunity to work for Doubleday 
looked too good to turn down." 

The job meant moving to Richmond, and 
Don has been there ever since. 

"Soon after World War II (while in the 
service he headed the Technical Publishing 
Division for the Bureau of Aeronautics), Don 
left Doubleday to start his own firm, O'Brien 
Associates. He, however, got younger 
brother Larry to succeed him with Double¬ 
day in Richmond. 

"My company," says Don, "has about 15 
employees, including eight salesmen. We 
work from Maryland to Florida, selling to 
libraries and schools." 

Don and Larry purchased their first horse 
in 1947, the Stimulus mare Gigolette. 

"We bought her from Mr. Chenery," says 
Don. "Her first foal for us was Theologian (a 
foal of 1949) who earned about $8,000." 

John H.C. Forbes (who died in 1961) was 
their first trainer. Forbes (father of present 
day trainer John H. Forbes) was succeeded 
by Jim Simpson "who was a Virginian we 
met in Virginia through Virginia contacts." 

In the late 1950's, the O'Briens made one 
of their most successful purchases, acquiring 
the barren broodmare Scotch Bonnet for 
$500 at the dispersal sale of C.C. Jones' 
horses in Poolesville, Md. 

Scotch Bonnet, with no foals since 1955, 
produced in 1960 the *Sea Charger colt Bon¬ 
ny Johnny for the O'Briens. Bonny Johnny 
was to earn $282,305 in the Hilltop colors, 
winning eight stakes over nine seasons. The 
gelding made 117 starts and was champion 
Maryland-bred performer of the 1964 sea¬ 
son. 

Encouraged by Bonny Johnny's success, 
the brothers went into their first major stal¬ 
lion venture, picking up one-third of the 
shares in the syndicated stallion *Sea Charg¬ 
er. But their optimism in the Larry MacPhail 
horse was misplaced: Bonny Johnny was not 
only the best horse ever sired by *Sea Charg¬ 
er but also the only one to earn as much as 
$ 100 , 000 . 
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Another stallion purchase was made in 
1975 when they bought Riva Ridge's full 
brother, Potomac. The 15-year-old son of 
First Landing and Iberia has created no 
waves and is presently at stud at Charles E. 
Reithmeyer's Potomac View Farm in Issue, 
Md. 

Regarding this stallion, Larry says: "Again 
it was a matter of timing. Riva Ridge got off 
to a slow start as a stallion—meaning that 
our horse suffered accordingly. Now Riva 
Ridge is doing great, but I'm afraid it's too 
late to be of much help to Potomac. He has to 
stand pretty much on his own record now, 
and his foal crops have been too small for too 
many years." 

Although they at one time has as many as 
33 broodmares, the brothers now own only 
five—all quartered at the Reithmeyer farm. 

"We've never owned a farm, preferring to 
board the horses out," says Don. "Because 
of the Maryland Fund program, we regularly 
foal everything in Maryland. We've bred 
four stakes winners—Bonny Johnny, Dover- 
land ($56,639), Mucchina (in partnership 
with Danny Van Clief; winner of $102,062) 
and Caught In Amber ($38,565 in seven 
starts)." 

Except for Mucchina, all of these stakes 
winners raced in the Hilltop colors. 

Dancing Fool, the dam of Caught In 
Amber, is a 10-year-old by Dunce out of the 
Courtney mare Jazzy. She produced a filly 
this year by Winged T. and is back in foal to 
Ambemash. 

Don, who has won over 60 golf tourna¬ 
ments, confesses now to "a little knee trou¬ 
ble" but still plays at scratch (while Larry has 
a one handicap). 

When not on the courses in and around 
Richmond, they're almost certainly at a track 
in Maryland or New Jersey. 

"I can't say that we've enjoyed every 
minute of our horse venture," says Don, 
"because some of those minutes have been 
pure agony. But we love the game of racing 
as much as we ever did—and one of these 
days we're going to make the right move at 
the right time. With a filly like Caught In 
Amber going for us, we've got an excellent 
chance to make things happen." □

Stallions In 
The News 

Run The Gantlet 

IVlore than a dozen new stallions will 
take up residence in Maryland prior to the 
start of the 1981 breeding season, but of that 
group only one was a champion race horse. 

That honor went to Run The Gantlet who 
was voted America's champion turf runner 
in 1971. 

Now 12 years old. Run The Gantlet was 
recently purchased by Jerry Hoffberger for 
stud duty at his Sunset Hill Farm in Howard 
county. His stud fee will be $10,000. 

The American-bred stallion, who has been 
standing in Ireland since his retirement from 
racing in 1972, is by Tom Rolfe out of First 
Feather by First Landing. He earned 
$559,079 in three seasons on the track, win¬ 
ning seven stakes—the Garden State S, 
Washington (D.C.) International S, Man o' 
War S, United Nations H, Tidal H, Kelly- 
Olympic H and Bowling Green H. 


He has sired stakes winners in England, 
Ireland, France, Australia and the United 
States, his major ones including Irish 
Sweeps Derby winner Classic Example and 
Smoggy, a graded stakes winner in France 
and this country. 

His stakes winner Providential is a likely 
starter in this year's Arc de Triomphe, a mile 
and a half test in France which is regarded as 
one of the world's most important events. 

Mr. Hoffberger purchased 35 of the 40 
shares in the syndicate which owned Run 
The Gantlet and resyndicated the horse at 
$37,500 a share. Included in the new list of 
shareholders are Windfields Farm and Louis 
Wolf son. 

Run The Gantlet was bred and raced by 
Paul Mellon's Rokeby Stable which was then 
trained by J. Elliott Burch. Following com¬ 
pletion of his racing career. Run The Gantlet 
was sold by Mr. Mellon to Bertram R. Fire¬ 
stone for $1.6 million and sent to Firestone's 
Gilltown Stud in Ireland. 

At Sunset Hill Farm, Run The Gantlet 
joins the stallions Due Diligence, Son Excel¬ 
lence, Terrific Son and Silk or Satin. Except 
for Silk or Satin (who is still racing), all of 
those stallions stood at the farm in 1980. Silk 

Champion grass horse Run The Gantlet is shown 
with owner Paul Mellon after winning the Garden 
State at 2.

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or Satin, a 5-year-old son of Impressive out 
of Jerali, was bred by Mr. Hoffberger and has 
earned $109,523 through August 26. Twice a 
winner of Timonium's Jet Handicap, Silk or 
Satin has been trained throughout his career 
by Mikey Smithwick. His stud fee has been 
set at $2,500. 

Mr. Hoffberger has owned the 129-acre 
Howard county farm since December, hav¬ 
ing purchased it from Edgar M. Lucas. (It 
was known as Helmore Farm when owned 
by Mr. Lucas.) 

The former owner of the Baltimore Orioles 
baseball team says of his new property: "My 
goal is to attain the excellence of Windfields 
Farm without having Windfields' size in 
acreage and horse population." 

Mr. Hoffberger, 60, has owned horses for 
15 years but has never before gone into op¬ 
eration of a major commercial farm. His farm 
manager is the highly respected veteran 
Sonny Sims. 

Elected to the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association's 15-person board of directors 
last May, Hoffberger and his wife, Alice, 
have three sons, one daughter and one 
grandchild. 

He is also chairman of the executive com¬ 
mittee of Fairchild Industries, a board mem¬ 
ber on the executive committee of the Mary¬ 
land National Bank and on the boards of a 
half-dozen other companies. 

Asked to compare the horse business to 
his other interests, Mr. Hoffberger said: 
"Luck is more of a factor in the horse busi¬ 
ness than any other that I've ever been as¬ 
sociated with. If you have good luck, you can 
accomplish miracles. But if your luck is bad, 
then even your most brilliant plans will fail." 

In acquiring Run The Gantlet, Mr. Hoff¬ 
berger has brought to Maryland an extreme¬ 
ly solid stallion. The horse is a half-brother to 
stakes winners Head of the River ($109,128) 
and Music of Time ($178,830). He is also a 
half-brother to stakes-placed Spring Is Here 
($129,925). 

And to show that luck was running favor¬ 
ably for Mr. Hoffberger, the 3-year-old colt 
Gantlet Dancer won Timonium's $30,000 
Dancer Handicap on August 23 for his first 
stakes victory. That colt is a son of Run The 
Gantlet, giving the stallion his first local 
stakes victory—only days after his purchase 
was finalized. □ 


Lord Gaylord 

The $75,000 Hopeful Stakes run last 
month at Saratoga has established Lord Avie 
as the second best 2-year-old in the East. 

The son of Lord Gaylord and Avie finished 
second to Tap Shoes in that 6V2 -furlong race, 
marking the fourth consecutive stake in 
which he has finished either first, second or 
third. 

The success of Lord Avie has strong im¬ 
pact on two Maryland stallions: his sire. Lord 
Gaylord, and his half-brother. Jolly Johu. 

Lord Gaylord stands at Mr. and Mrs. 
J.W.Y. Martin Jr.'s Worthington Farms 
where he began his stud career in 1975 at a 
fee of $750. Raised in 1980 to $1,000, Lord 
Gaylord will stand for a considerably higher 
(but as yet undecided) fee in 1981. 

Bred by Warner L. Jones, Lord Gaylord is 
by Sir Gaylord out of the *Ambiorix mare 
Miss Glamour Gal. He was acquired in a 
private transaction as a yearling by J. Louis 
Reynolds (50 per cent), David Reynolds (25 
per cent) and Richard Reynolds (25 per cent). 
Also included in that deal was the Northern 
Dancer filly North of Venus who later be¬ 
came a stakes winner of $213,503 for the 
three Reynolds brothers. North of Venus is 
now a broodmare. 

Lord Gaylord was trained by Thomas J. 
Kelly. He finished second in his only start at 
2 and was nominated for the Triple Crown 
races of 1973. But an ankle injury cut short 
his career after five starts as a 3-year-old. He 
was retired to stud with a record of one win, 
two seconds and one third from six starts. 

J. Louis Reynolds, the horse's principal 
owner, is the father of Mrs. Martin who 
owns Worthington Farms with her husband. 

Lord Gaylord's first crop of seven foals 
arrived in 1976. His 1977 crop numbered 
only six, and in 1978 (the year Lord Avie was 
dropped) he had eight named foals. 

Despite such limited opportunity. Lord 
Gaylord has sired three stakes winners and 
six other winners from ten starters. In addi¬ 
tion to Lord Avie (whose earnings now ex¬ 
ceed $100,000), Lord Gaylord is the sire of 
stakes winners Georgeandthedragon and 
Gaylord Dancer. 

In 1980, Lord Gaylord was bred to 43 
mares—a far cry from his early years at stud. 




Stallions continued 

Says Mr. Martin: "Lord Gaylord is in my 
opinion the perfect kind of stallion. He's 
easy to handle, easy to breed and he gets his 
mares in foal without any problems." 

Meanwhile, in a different county (How¬ 
ard) there is Jolly Johu who is also profiting 
enormously from the success of his 2-year- 
old brother. 

Jolly Johu, a son of Restless Native and 
Avie, was a major stakes winner, earning 
$366,840. He stands at Mr. and Mrs. John C. 
Mobberley's Summer Hill Farm in West 
Friendship as the property of a partnership, 
having been sold by his breeder, Thomas S. 
Nichols, at the conclusion of his racing career. 

Standing his first season in 1978 for a 
$2,000 fee. Jolly Johu was raised to $2,500 in 
1979 and to $3,500 in 1980. 

Jolly Johu and Lord Avie are half- 
brothers to stakes winner Avum ($115,867). 
Their dam, Avie, is a half-sister to three 
stakes winners—Jean-Pierre ($308,589), 
Tona ($167,066) and Lesjo ($46,673). 

Avie's dam, Evilone, is a Tom Fool mare 
who was purchased by Mr. Nichols at Sara¬ 
toga in 1957 for $22,000. In Mr. Nichols' Rol¬ 
ling Ridge Farm colors, Evilone won her de¬ 
but as a 2-year-old at Saratoga, then broke 
down in her second start. Retired to stud in 
1959, Evilone has proved a remarkable pro¬ 
ducer. 


In addition to producing three stakes win¬ 
ners, she is the dam of two excellent brood¬ 
mares—Avie and Eager Em (the dam of 
Eager Native). 

Lord Avie, the most recent and youngest 
of Evilone's descendents to attract national 
attention, has finished no worse than third 
in six starts. 

He won Belmont Park's Juvenile Stakes in 
July, then finished third (by a length) to 
Golden Derby in the Tremont and second 
(by three-quarters of a length) to Travelling 
Music in Monmouth Park's Sapling. 

But his biggest and best race was run late 
in the Saratoga meeting when he faced virtu¬ 
ally all of the East's ranking 2-year-old colts 
in the Hopeful. 

Tap Shoes was the winner by two lengths. 
But the footnotes noted that Lord Avie "was 
easily best of the others." 

In all of his races Lord Avie reveals little 
early speed, invariably lodging a strong 
stretch rally. 

Says Mr. Martin: "He looks like a mile and 
a quarter horse to me." 

And on the first Saturday of May 1981, 
there's a race at a mile and a quarter which 
just might suit this Kentucky-bred colt 
owned by SKS Stable and trained by Danny 
Perlsweig. □

Yesterday's Headliners 

Finney's Advice 
To Horse Buyers 

By Lucy Acton 


A good racehorse usually looks good. 

Grossly oversimplified, that is the core of 
Humphrey Finney's advice to potential 
horse buyers. 

"In the fifty years that I've been looking 
over horses I've found that the outstanding 
performer or producer usually is a fine indi¬ 
vidual physically, though it may have minor 
faults. There is a relationship among class, 
breeding and conformation. More than like¬ 
ly, the animals with the best credentials are 
the best looking," notes Mr. Finney in his 
autobiography, "Fair Exchange," written by 
Raleigh S. Burroughs (Scribners, 1974). 

When they go out to buy a horse, people 
who do not know conformation will often 
overspend on a pedigree, even to the point 
of buying a horse with real physical prob¬ 
lems, Mr. Finney elaborated last spring at his 
Versailles, Ky., home. 

Former president and still chairman of the 
board of the Fasig-Tipton sales company, 
Mr. Finney has arranged thousands of public 
and private horse sales transactions, setting 
a number of records and establishing some 
precedents along the way. He built his ca¬ 
reer—from groom to farm manager, show 
judge, author, editor and founder of The 
MARYLAND Horse magazine, Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association field secretary, 
and finally sales company officer—on his a- 
bility to evaluate a horse. 


What physical attributes make up a 
"good" looking horse? Here is a summary of 
Mr. Finney's basic guidelines taken from his 
autobiography. 

• Quality. This is an abstract concept, some¬ 
thing that all good horsemen define for 
themselves. "... the animal pleases the eye 
of the observer and fits into the mold he has 
mentally established for the breed," explains 
Mr. Finney. "Max Hirsch could see more in 
yearlings than anyone I've known. Fre¬ 
quently, Max would buy a horse that fell far 
short of physical perfection, but he saw 
things that others missed and ended up with 
good racehorses. Possibly, Hirsch could rec¬ 
ognize in the horse's attitude or actions that 
indescribable something generally termed 
'will to win.' That counterbalances many 
physical defects. 

"Those not gifted with such delicate per¬ 
ception must judge a horse solely by its 
breeding and physical attributes. So you 
must have that model of the perfect horse in 
your mind's eye and come as close to that 
model as you can. Even then, the perfect 
physical specimen very often is not the per¬ 
fect performer—by a long stretch," observes 
Mr. Finney. 

• Countenance. You are looking over the 
animal, beginning with the head, eye and 
ear. Chalk up a plus mark for the horse with 
an alert, intelligent expression. "They used 
to say in England 'You want a good, big full 
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eye—one that you can knock off with a 
stick/ " says Mr. Finney. Look for breadth 
between the eyes, a flat forehead, and the 
head which joins gracefully to the neck; a 
head awkwardly set on the neck can inter¬ 
fere with a horse's breathing. 

The yearling or young racehorse should 
approach you with a look in his eyes that is 
neither tense nor totally relaxed. He should 
seem like he enjoys moving; has confidence 
in his body. Broodmares should have a 
"motherly" countenance. Mr. Finney be¬ 
lieves about 90 per cent of all great producers 
look like good mothers. 

"The jaw should be deep and wide with 
the muscle showing—a strong jaw. There 
should be room enough to shove your 
clenched fist up between the jaw bones. That 
gives plenty of room for the breathing ap¬ 
paratus. A fine throat should be ample, not 
coarse, and the neck should be heavier in the 
male than in the female, and be in proportion 
to the head. A big head and a scrawny neck 
or a little light head on a thick neck, throws 
the whole system out of balance," relates 
Mr. Finney. 

• Back, Shoulders, Quarters. Give points 
here for the horse with a well-developed 
wither going smoothly into an oblique 
shoulder. The wither should not be sharp, 
and the back should neither dip sharply nor 
bulge upward. 

A horse's shoulder should slope at about a 
45 degree angle, to allow freedom of move¬ 
ment; straight shoulder inhibits a horse. Vir¬ 
tually all good racehorses have good shoul¬ 
ders, Mr. Finney nptes. 

"The quarters should be well rounded 
with the hind leg coming straight down. You 
should be able to drop a perpendicular from 
the point of the buttocks right down the back 
of the hind tendon," suggests Mr. Finney. 
More muscling in the forearm and thighs 
indicates a sprinter; distance horses are 
longer and leaner. 

• Tail. Mr. Finney stresses its importance in 
indicating a horse's quality. Pick up the 
horse's tail and test its strength. "If a horse

has a fine, strong tail bone, he's likely to be 
well-boned and tough sinewed, through¬ 
out," according to the expert. "A big, meaty 
tail bone and a loose tail can indicate poor 
bone structure, as well as general softness." 

• Legs. First and foremost legs should swing 
straight forward when the horse moves. View¬ 
ed from front and back, they should all 
point directly ahead when the horse is stand¬ 
ing still. "Straight action means free action— 
smooth action," explains Mr. Finney. "The 
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Finney continued 

bone in the leg should be rock-hard and 
straight. It should not 'cut in' below the 
knee, though there have been some great 
horses that were 'over at the knee.' . . . Few 
horses that amount to much are back at the 
knee." 

Calf-knees, or knees that are set back, are 
the worst possible defect to find in a brood¬ 
mare, Mr. Finney warns. 

"The line of the front leg should go down 
the forearm to the knee and continue 
through the knee and into the cannon bone 
without any sharp break. That's the side 
view, of course. From the front, the leg 
should be straight. It shouldn't bow out, and 
it certainly shouldn't be knock-kneed," he 
goes on. 

• Cow hocks—those that point in toward 
each other when viewed from the rear— 
don't rule out a horse's running ability, but 
they tend to be hereditary and they don't 
improve a horse's performance. 

• Feet. A normal foot is neither steep, wide, 
nor flat, states Mr. Finney. "About a

45-degree slope from a good rounded toe 
and with good wide heels is what you want. 
The foot should hit the ground fair and 
square, neither side being higher or lower 
than the other, and the frog should have 
contact with the ground." 

White feet do have a tendency to be soft; 
choose a horse with black feet if possible. But 
with good care and attention from a black¬ 
smith this variation should not be a problem. 

"Always pick up a horse's feet and look at 
them to see if and how they have been trim¬ 
med. This way you can tell whether his 
hooves have been trimmed to throw him one 
way or another," Mr. Finney advises. 
"When his ankle is resting in your hand, the 
pastern and foot swing on their natural 
hinge. You can see at once if corrective trim¬ 
ming has been done by observing whether 
the floor of the hoof is at right angles to the 
natural suspension of the hoof." 

In addition, the trainer should settle for 
"nothing short of absolute perfection in the 
matter of care of the hoof for all horses in 
training," Mr. Finney says. 

• Luck. You can't see this one, but it is vital. 
If you follow Humphrey Finney's example, 
you'll bring along your own. □

Sub¬ 
sequently she raced for several trainers on the 
Maryland-Delaware circuit before being taken to 
the Midwest—Sportsman's, Fairmount and Bal¬ 
moral Parks. 

Twelve-year-old Monday Prize's other produce 
include a half-brother to Pink Tulip by Par Excel¬ 
lent named Ring of White, an unplaced 3-year- 
old. Still owned by Drs. Powder and Smith, she 
also has an Eager Native yearling colt and is ex¬ 
pecting a 1981 foal by the same sire. 

Wise Exchange raced for two years, winning the 
Flamingo, Tremont and Fountain of Youth Stakes 
and collecting earnings of $173,867. The 15-year- 
old son of Promised Land and Coastal Trade is the 
sire of graded stakes winners Wise Philip 
($407,969) and Shawi ($250,876) as well as six 
other added-money winners. He will stand the 
1981 season for $2,500 at Stymie Manor near 
Monkton.

Although Timonium's Frolic Handicap occa¬ 
sioned efforts from eight Maryland-bred juvenile 
fillies it was essentially a two-horse race. The two 
highweights—Play It Now, 119 pounds, and Gal- 


star, 117 pounds—hooked up shortly after the 
start and engaged in a five-furlong duel which 
saw Play It Now take the lead briefly at the half- 
mile pole before Galstar assumed control heading 
into the final turn. The daughter of Roanoke Is¬ 
land and the Pia Star mare Mygalstar drew off in 
the stretch run to register a two and a half length 
decision. Quillo Run, the third-place finisher, was 
a distant ten lengths back of the second horse. 

Galstar, a Walter E. Crismer homebred, has been 
no worse than second through her first three out¬ 
ings, with earnings over $22,000. The $25,000 
Frolic was her initial black type victory. Her dam, 
8-year-old Mygalstar, was a winner of $1,850 and 
is a half-sister to the stakes-winning Maybe 
Crafty, captor of the 1973 Hilltop Stakes. Mygal¬ 
star has also yielded an unplaced 3-year-old filly 
by Tinsley, Tinsleys Gal. 

Roanoke Island, Galstar's sire, campaigned for 
five seasons and amassed earnings of $159,011 
while winning twelve races, including the Rose- 
mont and Mountaineer Stakes and the J. Edgar 
Hoover Handicap. By Cyane, sire of the 1979 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old champion Smarten, 
Obeah ($387,299), Light Hearted ($242,066) and 
more than 30 other added-money earners, Roa¬ 
noke Island stood at Schelford Farm near Char¬ 
lottesville, Va. for $2,000 live foal in 1980. The 
11-year-old stallion has also had black type rep¬ 
resentation from Island Nymph ($135,626), win¬ 
ner of the Tri-State Futurity.

With 18 stakes victories and earnings of $619,141, 
Twixt stands alongside Gallorette, Tred Avon, Po¬ 
litely, Alma North and Pearl Necklace as the best 
Maryland-bred race mares of all time. No state- 
brea flat runner, irrespective of sex, won more 
stakes than did Twixt. 

Among Maryland-bred fillies and mares, only 
Pearl Necklace has surpassed Twixt's earnings to¬ 
tal. Aptly, a filly by Pearl Necklace's sire (Amber- 
nash), captured the third running of Timonium's 
Twixt Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth. Like the 
Maryland Fund stake's namesake. Caught in Am¬ 
ber did not start at two. But any further compari¬ 
sons would be unwarranted, although the James 
P. Simpson charge has scored in four of six starts. 

Breaking from the number four post position in a 
field of seven, Caught in Amber yielded a neck 
lead to pacesetting Rolling Mill through the first 
half mile. The O'Brien brothers' homebred then 
overtook the odds-on favorite, drawing away to a 
two-length advantage. Through the homelane 
Bishop's Ring shaved a half-length off that lead, 
settling for the place while Andrea F. was third, 
two lengths the better of the tiring Rolling Mill. 
Riding the stakes-winning daughter of Amber- 
nash from the Dunce mare Dancing Fool was her 
regular jockey, Danny Wright. 

The wanning mare Dancing Fool is a half-sister to 
three winners, including stakes-placed Rapid Re¬ 
sponse ($28,715), a Correspondent colt which fin¬ 
ished second in the 1964 Marlboro Nursery 
Stakes. The 10-year-old mare's only other foal of 
racing age is a full brother to Caught in Amber, the 
5-year-old Membrino ($6,385). 

Besides last year's Maryland-bred champion older 
filly or mare and turf runner Pearl Necldace, Am- 
bemash has sired 11 other stakes winners. The 
chestnut son of Nashua and Parlo stood the 1980 
season for $2,500 live foal at Thommar Farm near 
Chestertown on the Eastern Shore.

J. Rodney G., displaying fondness for a sloppy 
racing strip, charged from off the pace to defeat 
seven rivals in the ninth running of Calder's Hol¬ 
lywood Handicap. In registering his initial stakes 
score, the 5-year-old gelded chestnut son of Bold 
Favorite and the I'm For More mare Do Your 
Thing collared Two's A Plenty in the stretch, 
drawing away to a two and a half length decision. 
Third, a neck back of Two's A Plenty, was the 
favorite. Cherry Pop. The winner's time of 1:53M» 
for the nine furlongs was 3Vk seconds slower than 
Jumping Hill's track record. 

Bred by Rachel C. Carpenter's Pelican Stable, J. 
Rodney G. campaigned in the Pelican colors for 
two races during his juvenile year before being 
claimed in December 1977 by trainer Frank San 
Pedro. For San Pedro's San Lazaro Racing Stable, 
he has surpassed the $100,000 earnings mark as 
well as collecting black type on three occasions. 

Do Your Thing, a $31,575 earner, is a 100 per cent 
producer, all three of her foals of racing age having 
keen winners. Besides J. Rodney G. ($112,225), 
she has produced a filly by Nashver, Nashing 
($17,893), and a full brother to her stakes winner. 
Daring Do ($26,583). 

J. Rodney G. is the third stakes winner for the 
deceased sire Bold Favorite, the others having 
been Lady Lyndy (Windfall and Twixt Handicaps) 
and Googoots (Mill Race and Helena Handicaps). 
The son of Bold Ruler and *Favorecida II cam¬ 
paigned five seasons, earning $248,739 including 
victories in the 1968 Illinois Derby and five other 
stakes. At the time J. Rodney G. was conceived. 
Bold Favorite stood at Marshall and Pokey Glass's 
The Gambit. Before the beginning of the 1977 
breeding season he was moved to Dr. Robert A. 
Leonard's Glade Valley Farms for one season. He 
was standing at Mr. and Mrs. John C. Smith's 
Bamesville Thoroughbred Farm when he died in 
February 1978.

Janet's Liebe, in receipt of ten pounds from odds- 
on favorite Rodger Rinehart, attained black type 
distinction while breaking his maiden in Timon- 
ium's Find Handicap. The gelded chestnut son of 
Indian Topaz and the Chieftain mare Love's Linda 
was forced to race wide on both turns in the six 
and a half furlong handicap yet showed courage 
enough to overcome that disadvantage, scoring 
by two lengths over John's Roll and Jungle Jove. 

Trained by the owner's husband, Otis Gelland, 
Janet's Liebe has been on the board six times in 
eight starts with earnings of more than $34,000. 
He has fared well in stakes competition so far, 
registering a second in Bowie's Playpen Stakes, a 
fourth in Delaware Park's Dover Stakes, and in his 
latest added-money outing was third in the Ti- 
monium Futurity. The Futurity, the premier race 
of the Timonium meeting, was worth $52,875 this 
year. 

Love's Linda, the dam of Janet's Liebe, cam¬ 
paigned for one season and was unplaced in five 
starts. The 11-year-old mare is the dam of one 
other foal of racing age, Activate Love, by Acti¬ 
vate, which is unplaced. 

For Indian Topaz, Janet's Liebe represents his first 
stakes winner from two small racing crops. The 
10-year-old allowance-winning son of Jaipur and 
Endearment is a full brother to the stakes-winning 
sire Indian Emerald ($126,177) as well as being a 
$56,640 earner himself. His principal earner to 
date has been the 3-year-old colt Blue Topaz 
($32,856). During the 1980 season Indian Topaz 
stood at Springfield Farm near Perry Hall for a live 
foal fee of $500. 


The Find Handicap was named for Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt's great gelding Find, who is Maryland's 
all-time leading money winner with $803,615 to 
his credit. By Discovery out of Stellar Role, he 
campaigned eight seasons and amassed victories 
in 13 stakes. He lived until the grand old age of 29 
before succumbing to natural causes, and was 
buried alongside the other Vanderbilt champions 
in the Sagamore Farm graveyard.

"The Sapling was simply a case of too much speed 
for the early challengers and not enough stretch 
for the late closing Lord Avie," recapped the Daily 
Racing Form's Doug McCoy on the 46th Sapling 
Stakes from Monmouth. 

Travelling Music, with early fractions of :22 and 
:45, set the pace from the start. By the stretch call, 
he was out in front by five lengths. His wire-to- 
wire effort was nearly upended by the Lord Gay¬ 
lord colt, Lord Avie, who was gaining with every 
stride in the deep stretch. But Travelling Music 
withstood his charge, registering a three-quarter 
length decision. 

Making just his fourth start. Travelling Music 
scored his first stakes victory after recording a 


second in the Tyro Stakes, beaten a neck by Khar¬ 
toum, which finished seventh in the Sapling. 

"Mr. Werblin has been one of the principal syndi¬ 
cate shareholders since Spring Double went to 
stud in 1970," said Dr. Robert A. Leonard, manag¬ 
ing partner of Glade Valley Farms. "Annually he 
boards anywhere from two to six mares here uti¬ 
lizing those shares. Several weeks ago he called 
and informed me of Travelling Music's ability. He 
is delighted to finally have a top Spring Double of 
his own. 

"When Travelling Music won the Sapling he be¬ 
came Spring Double's first Grade I stakes winner 
as well as his 15th stakes winner overall. Spring 
Double continues to throw high class runners 
winning stakes and a good deal of money all ac¬ 
ross the country, not just getting black type in 
restricted races. 

"Last year we received over 80 service applica¬ 
tions for Spring Double before closing the book at 
50 mares. With Double Zeus and now Travelling 
Music becoming stakes winners this year I expect 
his popularity to further increase and his 1981 stud 
fee nas been increased to $10,000." 

After Travelling Music finished last in his next 
start (the Grade I $75,000 Hopeful Stakes), trainer 
J. Bowes Bond had the colt X-rayed. It was dis¬ 
covered that he had sustained a fractured splint 
bone in the left foreleg. He was then vanned from 
his home base at Monmouth Park to the veteri¬ 
nary hospital adjacent to the Belmont Park sta¬ 
bling area where Dr. William O. Woods operated 
on him. 

"He will be out for six weeks," said trainer Bond. 
"He was hit in the leg during the running of the 
Tyro, in which he finished second, but never took 
a lame step. He must have won the Sapling on the 
broken splint bone but it didn't bother him until 
he ran in the Hopeful."

The winner's time for the Futurity, at 
about six and a half furlongs, was 1:17%, two full 
seconds off the standard. 

John's Roll, an $8,000 graduate of the 1979 Keene- 
land Fall Yearling Sale, was bred by Dr. Robert A. 
Leonard's Glade Valley Farms. Through six starts 
the dark bay or brown colt has yet to finish off the 
board, while his winnings total more than seven 
times his purchase price. Dr. Leonard bought his 
dam. Too Much Tax, in foal to Drone at the 1976 
Keeneland Fall Breeding Stock Sale for $26,000. 
The 11-year-old mare produced three foals for 
Glade Valley; an unraced 3-year-old Drone colt 
(Down With Taxes), the Rollicking stakes winner 
John's Roll ($56,029) and his yearling full brother. 
The mare was sold by Dr. Leonard in foal to 
Northern Jove for $19,000 at the 1979 Keeneland 
Fall Breeding Stock Sale. 

Mrs. Robert A. Leonard's Rollicking is the sire of 
two 1980 stakes winners, the other being Royal 
Rollick, winner of Keystone's Penn Treaty Stakes. 
Raced for four seasons, the son of Rambunctious 
and the Martins Rullah mare Martinetta won the 
Tyro, Christiana and E. Palmer Heagerty Stakes as 
well as capturing the Goss L. Stryker and Select 
Handicaps. At stud since 1973, he now has sired 
nine stakes winners and will stand the 1981 season 
for $7,500 at Dr. Leonard's Glade Valley Farms 
near Frederick.

Beach Buggy, a winner of four races and $24,380, 
is a half-sister to Mississippi Mud ($277,285), a 
filly retired after developing a condition where she 
could not sweat. In addition to producing Bish¬ 
op's Ring ($105,063), the 10-year-old Francis S. 
mare has yielded a Bold Favorite colt. Jalopy 
($11,381). 

Bishop's Ring is King's Bishop's 13th stakes win¬ 
ner and his fifth of 1980, he previously having 
been represented this year by Lady Lonsdale, 
Cabrini Green, King's Fashion and La Reine 
Rouge. Bishop's Ring and Queen Lib, winner of 
the 1978 Matchmaker Stakes, are King's Bishop's 
Grade I stakes winners. The syndicated son of 
Round Table and Spearfish stands at E.P. Taylor's 
Windfields Farm near Chesapeake City.

Twixt Colt Put Down 

Less than a month after being sold at 
Keeneland for $230,000, the yearling colt by 
Exclusive Native out of champion Maryland- 
bred race mare Twixt was humanely de¬ 
stroyed as the result of a leg fracture. 

The unnamed colt was sold July 21 at 
Keeneland by his breeders, Mr. and Mrs. 
John B. Merryman, and was purchased by 
Wooden Horse Investments, a corporate 
name used by the owners of Seattle Slew. 

The injury occurred in a paddock accident. 

Twixt, winner of $619,141, was bred by the 
Merrymans but raced in the name of Mrs. 
John M. Franklin who was half-owner of the 
great daughter of Restless Native. After 
Twixt retired, Mrs. Franklin sold her interest 
to the Merrymans. 

Double Zeus Over $300,000 

Dr. A. Edward Verdi's Double Zeus has 
passed the $300,000 mark in earnings with 
victories at Delaware Park in the Hannibal 
Handicap and an allowance win at Saratoga. 
The 5-year-old son of Spring Double and the 
Ridan mare Kit's Play is a full brother to 
$297,000 earner Kit's Double. The horse will 
be retired at the end of the 1980 season. He 
will stand next year at Dr. Verdi's Edmarve 
Farm as the property of a syndicate. 

In A Trance's First 

The first winner sired by In A Trance is 
Vicky's Trance, a 2-year-old filly bred by 
F.A. Greene Jr. Vicky's Trance, trained by 
Dick Ford, won at Bowie on July 18.

Veterinary Center Grant 

Morven Park will be the site of an equine 
medical center, thanks to a $4 million gift by 
Marion duPont Scott. 

The center, to be operated by Virginia 
Tech, will be located on 200 acres of land 
donated by the Westmoreland Davis Memo¬ 
rial Foundation which supervises the Mor¬ 
ven Park Equestrian Institute located at Mor¬ 
ven Park, near Leesburg. 

The facility will be in the heart of northern 
Virginia horse country and will serve as a 
clinical hospital and research facility for 
horses. "Its location is of particular benefit 
to Virginia and Maryland horse farms, as 
well as other racing and breeding centers 
within the region," said Virginia Tech presi¬ 
dent William E. Lavery. 

The center will be a component of the vet¬ 
erinary medical teaching hospital program 
and the veterinary medical college being de¬ 
veloped at Virginia Tech. 

Construction of the first phase of the facili¬ 
ties for the Virginia-Maryland Regional Col¬ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine at Virginia Tech 
is under way, and the first class of 40 Virginia 
and 24 Maryland students will enroll in Sep¬ 
tember. Virginia's 1980 General Assembly 
appropriated $8 million for construction of 
Phase II of the college and Virginia Tech is 
committed to generating an additional sum 
from private and federal sources. 
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Dr. Richard B. Talbot, dean of the Vir- 
ginia-Maryland Regional College of Veteri¬ 
nary Medicine, said "The center at Morven 
Park will serve las a regional referral hospital 
staffed by college specialists. It will provide 
facilities for veterinary students studying 
equine health problems, and also serve as an 
educational center where veterinarians in 
private practice in the region can constantly 
upgrade their skills." 

Charles M. Forbes, Virginia Tech's vice 
president for development and university 
relations said, "The extremely generous gifts 
that will establish the Marion duPont Scott 
Equine Medical Center at Morven Park rep¬ 
resent an outstanding beginning in our 
fund-raising efforts for veterinary medical 
facilities. 

"These gifts, while not part of our commit¬ 
ment to provide private and federal funds for 
the veterinary medical facilities at Blacks¬ 
burg, are extremely important in the total 
context of developing an outstanding veteri¬ 
nary college for service to our region," 
Forbes said. 

"The gifts, coming as they do in the initial 
stages of a campaign for private funds, help 
provide the essential leadership necessary to 
encourage participation and support from 
others," according to Forbes. 

In addition to equine hospital services, the 
center will conduct extensive research pro¬ 
grams in the medical aspects of equine repro¬ 
duction, nutrition, the physiology of exer¬ 
cise and causes of lameness. Dean Talbot 
noted. 

Morven Park is the estate of former Vir¬ 
ginia governor Westmoreland Davis (1918- 
22), and is now the site of the Morven Park 


Equestrian Institute, the Morven Park race 
meet, the Old Dominion 100-mile Endur¬ 
ance Ride, the Morven Park Combined Tests 
and other equine events. The estate covers 
approximately 1,200 acres. 

In addition to the mansion, which is open 
to the public, there is a carriage museum, the 
Masters of Foxhounds Association art collec¬ 
tion, Equestrian Institute bams and arenas 
and a new race course for steeplechase, flat 
and hurdle races. 

Northern Dancer Remarkable 

The popularity of Northern Dancer and 
his sons was never more apparent than at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales in July where 25 
per cent of the gross receipts ($57,522,000) 
was generated by yearlings sired either by 
Northern Dancer or his sons The Minstrel, 
Lyphard, Nijinsky II, Dance Spell and Far 
North. 

Never Down Hill 

Never Down Hill, a beautifully bred son of 
Never Bend, was represented by two stakes 
winners within a three-week period at Mon¬ 
mouth Park when O.K. Doll won the Fair 
Haven Handicap and Hill Billy Dancer cap¬ 
tured the Native Street Stakes. 

Hill Billy Dancer, a 4-year-old, is from 
Never Down Hill's first crop. She has earned 
nearly $100,000 and was timed in 1:10% in 
winning the Native Street on August 6. 

The 3-year-old filly O.K. Doll was second 
in the race won by Hill Billy Dancer after 
having won the Fair Haven on July 15. 

Never Down Hill stands at Ron and Kaye 
Gibellino's Zannetta Farm in Elkton. His 
1980 fee 'was $1,000 live foal.

New 'Chase Course 

Virginia's newest steeplechase course will 
be inaugurated at Morven Park on October 4 
with a five-race program headed by a $10,000 
handicap over brush at 2Vi miles. Dr. Joseph 
Rogers of Leesburg, chairman of the Morven 
Park Race committee, announced the pro¬ 
gram. 

The course was built this year on the 
grounds of the 1,200-acre Morven Park 
estate, home of the late Virginia Governor 
Westmoreland Davis and site of the Morven 
Park Equestrian Institute. It is approximately 
two miles north of Leesburg off Route 15. 

In addition to the $10,000 feature, the pro¬ 
gram includes brush races under allowance 
conditions of 2 l A and 2Vi miles, a timber race 
of 3V4 miles and a maiden brush race at 2 
miles. 

Entries will close September 30 and should 
be mailed to the National Steeplechase and 
Hunts Association, Box 308, Elmont, Long 
Island, New York 11003. 

Belair Stable Museum 

The Belair Stable Museum in Bowie is 
open to the public every Sunday afternoon 
from 2 to 4 o'clock through the end of Oc¬ 
tober. Shirley Baltz, spokesman for the 
group which is restoring both the stable and 
the mansion house, says there are no admis¬ 
sion charges. Mrs. Baltz is optimistic that the 
mansion itself will become a racing museum 
once restoration is completed. 

Marlboro Stands Bum 

The Marlboro race track, dormant since 
1972, was razed by fire this month in a spec¬ 
tacular blaze which was visible for ten miles. 


The grandstand was totally destroyed but 
the clubhouse was lightly damaged. No sta¬ 
bles were involved. 

The fire was discovered at 9 p.m. and was 
not brought under control until two hours 
later. Its cause has not been determined. 

Purchased recently by Prince Georges 
county, the track was scheduled to be made 
into a parking lot for the city of Marlboro 
with a portion of it to be retained for eques¬ 
trian events. 

Marlboro held its first meeting in 1914 but 
in 1973 its dates were shifted to Bowie under 
terms of a transaction which resulted in the 
indictment and conviction of then governor 
Mandel for fraud. Mr. Mandel is currently 
serving a jail sentence as are four other per¬ 
sons involved in the matter. 

Bold Josh To Stud 

Bold Josh, a stakes winner of over 
$200,000, will be retired to stud at Dr. A. 
Edward Verdi's Edmarve Farm at the con¬ 
clusion of the 1980 racing season. The 5- 
year-old horse is by Tentam out of the Bold- 
nesian mare Miss Tusculum.

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Symposium 
On Parasites 


Dr. Colin Johnstone, parasitologist at the 
University of Pennsylvania's School of Vet¬ 
erinary Medicine, has organized a sympo¬ 
sium on parasites for horse breeders, owners 
and trainers to be held September 30. 

"Despite the availability of good drugs for 
controlling parasites, they are still a very 
serious problem," he said. "Parasites are so 
pervasive that horses are usually reinfected 
immediately after they return to pasture fol¬ 
lowing treatment." 

Most of the important horse parasites are 
worm-like organisms called nematodes. 
One of the most common of these is strongy- 
lus vulgaris and it is widely believed that 90 
per cent or more of equine colics are caused 
by this parasite. In horses, colic is often a 
life-threatening problem. 

Drugs alone are not enough to control the 
problem; effective pasture management is 
essential for parasite control. 

According to Dr. Johnstone the confusion 
that exists about which drugs to use and and 
when to use them prompted Mrs. E. Miles 
Valentine of Unionville. Pa., a noted Thor¬

Virginia breeder Marie A. Moore was the 
leading consignor to the Maryland Sales 
Agency's second annual mid-summer year¬ 
ling sale last month, receiving $76,000 for her 
three-horse offering. 

The sale, held at Timonium's Cow Palace, 
was topped by Mrs. Moore's Dancing 
Champ—Galla Gloves filly who brought 
$30,000 on a bid by Orme Wilson Jr. Mrs. 
Moore also sold a Restless Native—Com- 
manderette filly for $24,000 and an Irish 
Castle—Armentiere's colt for $22,000. Her 
average for the three yearlings was $28,000. 

E.P. Taylor's famed Windfields Farm was 
also represented by a three-horse consign¬ 
ment. The Chesapeake City establishment 
grossed $28,900 for an average of $9,633. 

Although the average price rose 8 per cent 
from 1979's auction, the number of charge- 
backs was unusually high at 33 per cent.

■ Susan Archer of Bel Air was the 1950 re¬ 
cipient of the Lawrence Shepherd trophy 
presented by Governor William Preston 
Lane on behalf of the Timonium Fair. The 
Shepherd trophy annually honored the 
youngster who, according to a panel of 
judges, displayed superior ability as a rider, 
handler and developer of riding horses and 
ponies. Miss Archer was also an active as¬ 
sistant to her mother on their pony breeding 
and schooling farm. Tizzy Iliff, daughter of 
Dr. and Mrs. Charles Iliff of Arnold, Md., 
was runner-up. 

■ Two steeplechase stakes, the Battleship 
and the Manly, which had been fixtures at 
Pimlico's fall meeting for years, were moved 
to the National Hunt Races at Middleburg 
(Va.) for their 1950 renewals. When the 
Maryland Jockey Club refused to run jump¬ 
ing races, S. Bryce Wing requested that the 
steeplechases be moved to Middleburg. 
Pimlico granted his request and the stakes, 
which had carried substantial purse money 
as well as handsome trophies, were con¬ 
tinued. 

■ Don Reed, in his regular column "The 
Racing Scene", commented on Maryland's 
fall season.

Draft horses outnumbered last 
year's as did Thoroughbreds and halfbreds. 
The great growth of the pony breedding sec¬ 
tion, under assistant superintendent Mrs. 
W.H.B. Howard, forced additional quarters 
being supplied for part of this group, tents 
being provided for the Saddle Acres entries, 
numerous in all divisions.

ram, all breeds being described by the editor 
of this journal." 

■ When Judge William du Pont Jr. pinned 
the 1950 state fair Thoroughbred champion¬ 
ship ribbon on Major G.L. Stryker's chestnut 
filly by Swashbuckler out of Aziz, he paid 
tribute to a veteran Maryland breeder who 
had followed a close pattern in his breeding 
operation for more than 30 years. The year¬ 
ling Adana not only topped her division but 
also earned the champion Maryland-bred 
award and another for the best horse bred by 
his exhibitor. It was a proud moment for 
Major Stryker and Frank Spring, his able 
assistant, when Mrs. R.H. Heighe, chairman 
of the breeders' group show committee, pre¬ 
sented them with the trophies won by the 
filly. 

■ Joseph B. Kelly reported on harness rac¬ 
ing from around the state. "The harness rac¬ 
ing boom at Rosecroft, Laurel and Baltimore 
failed to span the Chesapeake Bay as Ocean 
Downs experienced an even poorer season 
than the 1949 inaugural session near Ocean 
City. When the Ocean Downs wagering was 
totaled for the 20 programs, the figure 
reached $1,992,862 for an average of $99,643. 
This represented an 11.2 per cent decrease in 
comparison with last summer, when 
$2,246,070 was bet. Ocean Downs was with¬ 
out apparent excuse for its disappointing 
second year. Although there were a number 
of evenings when the crowd was held down 
due to threatening clouds, there was only 
one rainout. Despite the betting decline 
there was no reason to believe that general 
manager Dick Case and his associates would 
not be operating at the same stand next sum¬ 
mer. The bay bridge, when completed, will 
make it easier for Baltimore and Washington 
harness racing enthusiasts to reach Ocean 
Downs. The shore track is too far removed 
from the two large cities to approach the 
mutuel handle of the state's other three har¬ 
ness ovals, however."

"August 11. From a slow start Tuesday we 
have built up to an excellent sale tonight, 
though there was nothing wrong with the 
prices the Country Life colts brought Wed¬ 
nesday. The Almahurst lot, as usual, went 
very well, but the Glenangus consignment 
of Larry MacPhail and Tommy Corcoran's 
Ballinadee group went well, too. The half 
brother to Elkridge, by ^Blenheim II, was 
well sought by the 'chasing crowd. 

"August 12. Had an easy time visiting 
around the stables this morning, with a stop 
to see *Noor and Burley Parke, his trainer, at 
the Glen Riddle stable. The big black has 
shipped well from the coast and looks very 
well, as does his traveling companion, 
*Nathoo, who is likely to be syndicated as a 
stallion ere long. Had the pleasure of seeing 
George Widener win both the Saratoga Spe¬ 
cial, with Battlefield, and the Travers, with 
Lights Up, this afternoon. Quite an occasion 
for our old friend trainer Bert Mulholland." □

Laurel Is Shifting Gears 


Laurel's new boss, 55-year-old John Mooney, won't get it all done this year, but 
he's clearly on the right path. Since coming to work March 1, the man who made his 
name in Canada has moved with decisiveness to correct Laurel's problems. 

The big job, of course, was rebuilding the race track at a cost of $750,000. But with 
that behind him, Mooney is concentrating on the little things that have been neglected 
for too many years at the track located midway between Baltimore and Washington. 

"We're doing," said Mooney, "what common sense tells us to do. Nothing to brag 
about, really." 

As an example, the general manager pointed to the ceiling on the inside of the 
grandstand. "See those pipes that come down from the roof? They're drainage pipes 
for rain water from the roof. Six of them were clogged up and useless. When it rained, 
water poured on the fans." 

The paddock (the best in Maryland) has been 90 per cent rebuilt and painted. The 
track's three chutes have had their grade altered so that water draining from them no 
longer collects on the track. The grade in front of bunk houses has been changed so that 
the sleeping quarters will no longer flood. The recreation hall and track kitchen have 
been painted. Numbered parking spaces have been assigned each trainer outside his 
bam. (Thirty horses translate into 12 spaces.) "When I first got here, I counted 39 vans 
and trailers parked randomly around the stable area. Now, everybody has a definite 
place to park."

Old bams due to be razed in the next two years have had leaky roofs fixed. The 
base is in for a five-furlong training track which will become operational after a tunnel at 
the eighth pole is constructed. 

And, best of all, Mooney has been allowed to pick his own staff. 

His right hand man is Nick Vecchiarella who is officially the track superintendent. 
He's 32 years old and is John's assistant in virtually all departments. Nick, who worked 
the last two years for Mooney at Calgary, has been given an excellent house overlook¬ 
ing the race track just across Whiskey Bottom road. 

Other key individuals (some new to Laurel, some holdovers) include John Harvey 
("my mechanical man"), Ken Schertle ("computers and book work"), Joe Murphy ("in 
charge of the turf course and grounds") and Hayes Brown ("He's now in charge of the 
stable area. Before, he handled stabling but had no real authority. Now, he's the 
boss—and he's really impressing me.") 

In offices adjoining Mooney's are two men who formerly served as general mana¬ 
gers at Laurel. Frank Brady, the more recent one, is "our senior statesman who handles 
local problems in the town of Laurel, some political things and lots of figures." George 
H. Martin, who retired 13 years ago, is now 81. But he still comes to his Laurel race track 
office for an hour or so every day "mostly to answer his mail." 

Mooney is also putting in $1 Pick Six and early drive-in betting for all races. Tickets 
will be sold from 7:30 in the morning at a shed adjacent to the grandstand. Customers 
won't even have to leave their cars. 

It may be, as Mooney says, that he hasn't yet done much to brag about. 

But for Laurel what he has already accomplished comes close to being a miracle.
